About $20,000,000 worth of high-priced 
labor was expended on Robyn Lane, in 
St. Louis County, without seriously in- 
juring it Thursday afternoon. 


Bo-called “kitties” maintained by 
Werks in the United States Sub- 
Qreasury here for the purpose of 
Making up depleted funds in their 
Sharge one of which was known as the 
“gold kitty,” and which were fed by 
Money taken from overstocked bank 
packages, have been abolished by As- 
Gistant Treasurer W. D. Vandiver. He 
fie conductmg an investigation which 
@ay result in charges being pre- |} 
ferred against men holding high | 
positions in the local branch of <éhe 
Treasury. 

The “kitties” were discovered by 
former Subtreasurer O. L. Whitelaw, 
whortly before he retired from the 
Office, July 28, and he ordered the 
money transferred to a suspension 
fund to await his successor, under 
orders from Washington. 

The system, of which the “kitties” 
were the basis, involved the taking 
of money from one package and plac- 
ing it in another, 

“Overs” Go to the “Kitty.” 

For instance, a package of money 
received at the subtreasury office and 
labeled as containing $500 by the bank 
which sent it would,.on being counted 
by the clerk, be found to contain $520 
or some other amotnt slightly in ex- 
cess of what it should be. Instead of 
returning the “over,” as the excess was 
termed, to the bank, the clerk handling 
the money would place it in one of the 
**kitties.”’ 

Whenever a clerk was short in one 
of his shipments to Washington, for 
which he was held responsible, he would 
make the shortage good with money} 
from the. “‘kitty.”’ 

The “‘gold kitty” thrived on “fractions.

Boys of Reputable Families. 
| The boys, who were arrested when 


scuffling with Brodt at Sixteenth street 
and Franklin avenue about midnight, 
were held in the matron’s room at the 
station. They are youths of good ap- 
pearance, and belong to reputable fam- 
ilies in the West End. They are 
Thomas Lahert, 17 years old, and his 
‘brother, Timothy, 15, of 2622 Clara ave- 
nue; Thomas Shroyer, 15, of 5384 Greer 
avenue; Kenneth Kahre, 15, of 5644 
Highland avenue, and Arthur Shelton.

He 
persisted in placing the blame on the 
boys, and he seemed more concerned 
over the $10 he had spent and lost in 
the night’s frolic thah over the dis- 
grace of his arrest. He said the boys 
also took his watch from him. 

The boys said they met the minister 
after 9 p. m., near a pool hall at Goad- 
fellow and Easton avenues. He asked 
them if they wanted some beer, and 
when they provided tin pails, he sent 
to a saloon and bought seven pails of 
beer, which they drank. He pretended 
to drink, but did not. 

After they had had all the beer they 
wanted, the boys say, the minister sug- 
gested they get on a car. They rode 
east to Sixteenth and Morgan streets 
and walked to Lucas avenue. In one 
of the houses on that block, the boys 
say, Brodt and two of the boys remained 
for some time,. while the others stayed 
outside. 

After they departed, the boys relate, 
they demanded car fare from the min- 
ister, and he told them he had ao 
money, adding that they could search 
him.

TURKEY IS LIKELY TO

Powers Reported to Have 
Reached This Decision and

LONDON, Aug. 22.—The report comes

Tuesday. The writ was forwarded to 
San Diego to be served on Mrs. Lane. 

Before the issuance of the citation for 
Mrs. Lane, who is a friend of Mrs. An- 
thony Camenetti, Bliss was questioned. 
He stated that Mrs. Lane had called at 
his office, had told him she was a friend 
of Mrs. Anthony Caminetti, wife of the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration, 
had reminded him that he was a juror 
in the Diggs case and then had asked 
him if he ‘“‘thad a mine for sale.” 

Widow of Milticvatre. 

Mrs. Lane is said to be the widow of 
a mining millionaire, who contributed 
heavily to a State fund to boost Wil- 
liam J. Bryan’s first campaign for 
President, 

Bliss said Mrs. Lane is an old friend 
cf his and that he disliked to tell of 
such meeting with her.

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BANKERS MEET TO 
OPPOSE PARTS OF 
THE CURRENCY BILL 


Hope to Agree, in Chicago Con- 
ference, on Recommendations 
for Amendments. 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 22—More than two 


hundred bankers, delegates from clear- 
ing house and banking associations, as- 
sembled here today to voice their ob- 
jections to certain sections of the 
Glass-Owen currency bill, now before 
Congress, and make suggestions for a 
law which they hope will bring about 
an improvement in the banking system 
of the country. 

The conference was called by the 
Currency Commission of the American 
Bankers Association. Its purpose, as 


explained by Frederick E. Farnsworth 

of New York, secretary of the organiza- 

tion, is to aid the administration in 

“effecting good currency legislation.” 
Four Features Opposed. 

Arrangements were made for three 
sessions today, and it is the hope of 
members of the commission that by to- 
morrow night recommendations for 
amendments to the Glass-Owen meas- 
ure will have been agreed upon which 
will make it satisfactory to a great 
majority of the financiers of the coun- 
try. 

“There are four fundamental featurer 
of the bill to which the bankers of the 
country are almost unanimously op- 
posed,”’ said Farnsworth. “They are 
the Government control provision, the 
reserve feature, the portion referring 
to note issue by the Government and 
the stipulation for the refunding of 
the 2 per cent bonds. 

Address by A. 8. Hepburna. 

“The ideas of the association bankers 
on these points are well known, and 
i, is probable that their action will 
take the form of resolutions protesting 
against the objectionable features’ and 
suggesting amendments.”’
